NO BREATHING SPELLS, NOW 

Now that congress has gone home, after add- 
ing approximately 1,200. new laws and resolu- 
tions, public and private, to the statute books, 
the businessman can relax only to the extent 
that no more legislation can be enacted until 
next January. Provided, of course, an emer- 
gency doesn’t arise which, in the judgment of 
the President, warrants calling a session extra- 
ordinary. 


But no great amount of relaxation is awalt- 


ing him. Instead of reverting to a normal state 
of mind, as he should, he is becoming more 
and more disturbed at the trend of affairs in 
his government. Its inconsistencies in policy 
and method are particularly distracting. Try- 
ing to reconcile the spending of additional bil- 
lions for the purpose of reviving business with 
the allocation of more millions to finance con- 
struction of new plants to compete with those, 
privately owned, already in existence, cannot be 
said to be conducive to business relaxation. 
And such practical and psychological bene- 
fits as were hoped for from the revisions in 
the tax laws have been lessened tremendously 
by the Arthursdale speech. It is all too evident 
that the matter of undistributed profits and 
capital gains taxes has been settled only until 
congress returns. A short time, to say the least, 
for business to gather any benefits from it. A 
long, uninterrupted application of the revised

INTRODUCTION TO BEAUTY 

Twenty children from the blighted areas of 
Atlanta this week are being given their first 
taste of life béyond the hot streets; their first 
knowledge of true nature and its beauty; of a 
life in which the sun is bright, food is plentiful 
and a clean breeze lulls into sleep even the 
most restless. They are the first contingent 
taken to the summer camp of the Atlanta Mis- 
sion near Hapeville. 

To picture the feelings of these youngsters 
it is not amiss that a story be told: not long 
ago one such child was being taken to a picnic 
in the more pretentious section of the city. As 
the automobile in which she was riding pro- 
gressed from the immediate downtown area of 
her home into the section where trees changed 
from the darkened, stunted things she had 
known, and houses appeared bright with paint 
and not jammed one against the other, her 
first question was, simply, “are we in the coun- 
try now?” She had never before been more 
than three blocks from her home. 

It cannot be expected that children to whom 
beauty is no more than a dream will grow into 
adulthood with a decent regard for the things 
which more fortunate people regard as pre- 
requisite to life. It is to supply, in some meas- 
ure, this lack that the Atlanta Mission camp 
has been founded. Clean air and good food 
can work wonders with a small body—life 
through the remainder of the year becomes a 
little more bright because of the memory of one 
week spent in the outdoors. 

It costs but $5 a week to keep a child in this 
camp. This money is raised solely by voluntary 
subscription from Atlantans. Some 75 children 
have been provided for, but 325 more are wait- 
ing and hoping. 

Happiness is for sale for $5—happiness for 
the receiver and for the giver. 


CHINESE SILK 

If Japan succeeds in taking over the greater 
part of China, as planned, the Chinese silk 
industry will fall under control of a Japanese 
syndicate. Plans are now being formulated by 
a planning board, under the direction of the 
government, to accomplish this. The aim is to 
“rationalize and readjust” the Chinese silk busi- 
ness to the Japanese industry, thereby forming 
a world monopoly. 

Seri-culture will, of course, be left in the 
hands of the Chinese but, beyond that, every- 
thing pertaining to the industry will be put 
under control of the proposed syndicate. The 
syndicate, according to an official announce- 
ment, will readjust prices in co-operation with 
Japanese silk industrialists, taking into con- 
sideration the actual condition of the business 
in Japan proper. Export quotas will be fixed 


THE CAPITAL’ PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


SUMMING UP THE PROBLEM 
The final failure to meet 


the problem of the railroads—the most pressing economic 
problem now confronting the country—was a fitting last chapter in 
the story of the 75th congress. It summed up the strange, creep- 
ing paralysis to which the solons succumbed whenever they were 
faced with the need for positive action. 

The coup de grace to the drive for immediate railroad legisla- 
tion was seemingly administered by John Nance Garner. The 
genial, bustling Vice President did not like the bill to bail out the 
busted roads. He said so, with his accustomed frankness and em- 
phasis, to anyone who would listen. including the President. As he 
put it to friendly senators in the senate lobbies, his argument was: 

“Jesse Jones has got too damned much to do already. I'm 


against handing the whole damned railroad system in the country’ 


over to him now. And I’m against doing important work in such a 


damned hurry.” 


WHO KILLED COCK ROBIN? The Vice President is the 
great and good friend and 


patron of the house leaders, Speaker William B. Bankhead and 
Representative Sam Rayburn. Since he expressed his feelings on 
the railroad matter to everyone else, it may be assumed that he 
kept no secrets from his friends in the house. And Bankhead and 
Rayburn blocked last-minute railroad legislation by refusing to let 
it come up in their chamber. 

Certainly no one but the Vice President stood in the path. After 
blowing hot and cold for several months, the President bad worked 
up a mild enthusiasm for some sort of railroad act. Many mem- 
bers of the senate recognized the deadly dangers involved in calmly 
letting the railroads go smash. And railroad labor, which had first 
tried to bludgeon the management out of a wage cut by opposing 
the RFC lending bill, came ’round at the last minute. Some rail- 
road union leaders may have remained recalcitrant, and none of 
them were willing to eat crow in public. 

In the senate banking and currency committee on Tuesday, 
Senator Robert F. Wagner, of New York, and Majority Leader Alben 
Barkley confronted one another, one proclaiming that the Presi- 
dent wanted railroad legislation, the other swearing that he didn’t. 
And, when they telephoned the White House to settle their dis- 
pute, the President cheerfully explained he was prepared to leave 
the whole matter to “the wisdom of'congress.” And so it went. 


DRAMATIZED IMPOTENCE But the point is not that the 

Vice President wickedly knifed 
the railroads, or that the President was more than usually mys- 
terious about his intentions, or that the senators and representa- 
tives were more than usully chuckle-headed, or that the railroad 
unions were more than usually obstinate. 

The bill the Vice President opposed was a muddled stop-gap. 
Without it, many railroads will go to the wall, with resulting dis- 
astrous repercussions in all business. But with it, the railroads 
would merely have gone to the RFC—an outcome no better funda- 
mentally, although less immediately dangerous. - 

The point is that every informed free-minded expert here, in 
the RFC, SEC, ICC and Federal Reserve Board, was broadly agreed 
on the railroad problem. All those not serving some special in- 
terest were unanimous on the need for a basic reorganization and 
co-ordination program. Yet in spite of this unanimity, congress did 
nothing. One almost suspects that in leaving the railroad problem 
up to congress, the President rather wickedly intended to dramatize 
the impotence of the legislative branch.

back over its achievements, was this complete impotence to act. It 
could oppose. It did oppose the President in remarkable and dra- 
matic fashion on the court bill, and it succumbed to the hysteria 
over the reorganiaztion bill. 

But, whenever it was necessary to cope with a vital problem in 
positive fashion, the congress always waited stolidly for the Presi- 
dent to speak. And then, if he did speak, congress lumbered glum- 
ly in the indicated direction. For this phenomenon, there are two 
reasons—the habit of the earlier New Deal years, and the presi- 
dential power of the purse. The most interesting thing about the 
fall elections is that they will determine whether the phenomenon 
of congressional impotence is to become permanent.
